It will fie recalled that last season 
a number of the excursions brought a 
decidedly disreputable assortment of 
colored citiens who made considerable 
trouble in the town and were not only 
objectionable to the people of the town 
hut also to the Western Maryland. 
coaches suffering severely in some 
in ­ 
stances from the 
treatm ent accorded 
by the excursionists. 
As a general move for the better the 
Western Maryland accordingly decided 
tu u if continue the practice of tending 
weekly consignments cf colored Balli* 
mcreans who 
would get drunk aud 
disorderly upon their arrival bere and 
cause no little disturbance. 
This morning Y. M. Howell, 
gen­ 
eral passenger agent of tbs road, was 
in town with reference to running just 
one big negro excursion to Gettysburg 
this fall

after interviewing a

Taft Give* Aa Hia Reason* For Veto 


Abolishing of Commerca Court and 


Seven-Yaar Tenure of Civil Service 


Em ployes — Budget Extended to 


Sept L 


W ashington, Aug. 
12.—T he house, 
by a vote ot 153 to 107, refused to 
pass the legislative, executive and ju ­ 
dicial appropriation bill over P resi­ 
dent T u ffs veto. 
Majority Leader Underwood was un­ 
able to hold his followers and many 
voted with the Republicans. 
l^ist year's appropriations for the 
conduct ot governm ent were extended, 
this tim e to Sept. I, by a resolution 
which passed tile house and went to 
the senate. 
A form er extension reso 
lution has expired. 
This will enable the governm ent to 
pay the army, navy aud other estab ­ 
lishm ents which have long been with­ 
out money. 
P resident Taft vetoed the legisla 
tlve, executive and judicial a p p ro p re 
tion bill because of its am endm ents 
to abolish the United States com merce 
court and limit the tenure of office 
of civil service 
employes 
to seven 
years. The cabinet read and approv­ 
ed the president’s m essage, and later 
It was transm itted to congress. 
Mr T aft's m essage was strong in its 
(condemnation of the 
way congress 
had attached special legislation to an 
annual appropriation bill. 
The prest 
dent wrote that he approved any sys 
tem of promoting efficiency in the 
civil service, and favored a civil pen­ 
sion system, but he could not approve 
ani legislation to turn out of office 
employes who had given their best 
years to the government. 
The president 
defended the com 
rn e rie court 
vigorously, 
and wrote 
that oppostton to it cam e from those 
who had not been in sym pathy with 
its decision. 
The president wrote, in 
part: 
"W hen it is thought wise by con­ 
gress to include in general supply 
bills im portant substantive legislation, 
and the 
executive 
cannot approve 
such 
legislation. It 
is 
his constitu­ 
tional duty to return the bill with his 
objections, and the responsibility for 
delay in the appropriation of the nec­ 
essary expenses to run the govern­ 
ment cannot rest upon the executive, 
but m ust be put 
where It belongs, 
upon the majority In each house of 
congress that has departed from the 
ordinary course and united with an 
appropriation bill am endm ents to sub 
stautive law. 
"T he 
Im portance 
and 
absolute 
necessity of furnishing funds to main 
lain and operate the governm ent can­ 
not he used by the congress to force 
upon the executive acquiescence in 
perm anent legislation which he cannot 
conscientiously approve. 
"I am utterly opposed to the aboli­ 
tion of a court bes a ii se its decisions 
n a y not always m eet the approval of 
a m ajority of the legislature. 
It is 
introducing a recall of the judiciary, 
v bleb. In Its way, Is quite as objec­ 
tionable as the ordinary popular meth 
od proposed " 
W hen the reading of the veto was 
over R epresentative Stephen, of Ne­ 
braska, Democrat, introduced a reno 
Im Ion for the passage of any vetoed 
m easure by a majority vote. A two 
thirds vote of both houses Is now re 
quit tpl. 
Mr. Stephen declared Mr. Taft fTad 
urfed the veto power more than lf 
had been used in the first half cen­ 
tury of the nation's history. 
He add 
ed that the president of France had 
no veto power, and that while the 
king of England enjoyed the privilege 
he "had not dared to use it” for two 
hundred and twenty years. 
The veto will h u ie the effect of hold 
log up the salary of President Taft, 
every 
m ember 
of 
congress, 
every 
United States judge, and all e m p lo y s 
ut the federal courts.

political parties has recognized the 
value of women as vote getters. 
From now on the three parties— 
Republican, Demo* ratio and Progres 
•ive- will compete in efforts to inter 
eat women lo got out and work hard 
for their respective cand Id aloe. 
The women already have been or­ 
ganized to help along the Wilson cam­ 
paign, The Woman’s National Wllaon 
and Marshall organization has been 
hard at work for the past week at 
Ba headquarters. Mrs. J. Borden Har 
rlruan, chairman aud founder of the 
organization, la at 
her desk there 
every day. 
The bull moose party has gone fur­ 
ther than either of the other two par­ 
ties in giving women the c h a n c e d do 
active campaign 
work. 
This party 
strongly urges the granting Mf wom­ 
an's suffrage, and women ha '• been 
elected to the national and at^te com­ 
mittees. 
Miss Alice Carpenter and 
Miss Frances A. Kellor are in charge 
of the bull moose campaign bureau, 
and they have a corps of assistants. 
Just what the status of the women is 
to be in the bull moose part 
was set 
forth In a telegram which Colonel 
Roosevelt sent to Miss Jane Add&ms, 
of Hull House, Chicago, who second­ 
ed the colonel’s nomination and who 
is one of his chief workers in the 
campaign*.
